PROPELLER-DRIVEN TRAIN 


By Frank Tinsley 


T he propeller-driven monorail train 
zooming out of New York’s Pennsyl¬ 
vania Station accelerates from zero to 
115 mph in a little over one mile. Its 
destination, Washington, D. C., will be 
reached in record time. 

This revolutionary streamliner may 
soon become a reality. Curtiss-Wright 
Corp. has proposed powering high sp^ed 
pas^ger trains with air propellers 
utilizing C-W’s Turbo-compound air¬ 
plane engine. Pennsylvania Railroad is 
considering this project, a possible solu¬ 
tion to the American railroads’ quest 
for economic and lightweight rolling 
stock. 

The Ml-designed PDT would be a 
monorail slung from an overhead track. 
Its jointed cylindrical body lends itself 
perfectly to effective streamlining and 
propeller drive. 

■rhe PDT engine at the rear is run by 


remote control from the cab at the front 
of the train. Instrument readings are 
made via closed-circuit TV. The three- 
bladed propeller is reversible, serving 
as a pu^er in forward “flight” and as a 
puller for braking and reverse. Air for 
engine operation and cooling is sucked 
in through large scoops and expelled aft 
through the propeller blades, contained 
in a ring-like shroud for efficiency and 

Station platforms would be enclosed 
in glass (see illustration) because slip¬ 
stream blasts would be formidable, even 
at low speeds. As the train brakes to a 
halt, the station access doors open out¬ 
ward to form windbreaks, and an exten¬ 
sion platform slides out against the car’s

from the sun or at any other angle the 
owner desires.

/^F THE various beach items described 
on this and the next three pages, the 
diving raft, knockdown pier and lounging 
chair are the only ones which require a con¬ 
siderable amount of work.

FIFTY YEARS

W HAT WILL the world be like in A.D. 

2000? You can read the answer in 
your home, in the streets, in the trains and 
cars that carry you to your work, in the 
bargain basement of every department 
store. You don’t realize what is happening 
because it is a piecemeal process. 'The jet- 
propelled plane is one piece, the latest in¬ 
sect killer is another. Thousands of such 
pieces are automatically dropping into 
their places to form the pattern of tomor- 


s for 


s, traditu 


conservatism, labor-union policies and leg¬ 
islation. If we confine ourselves to proc¬ 
esses and inventions that are now being 
hatched in the laboratory, we shall not 
wander too far from reality. 

The best way of visualizing the new 
world of A.D. 2000 is to introduce you to 
the Dobsons, who live in Tottenville, a 
hypothetical metropolitan suburb of 100,- 
000. There are parks and playgrounds and 
green open spaces not only around de¬ 
tached houses but also around apartment 
houses. The heart of the town is the air¬ 
port. Surrounding it are business houses, 
factories and hotels. In concentric circles 
beyond these lie the residential districts. 

Tottenville is as clean as a whistle and 
quiet.
